Paced  by  an  anonymous  foundation 
grant  to  the  Campaign  for  Advance- 
ment of  $250,000  designated  toward 
the  $2  million  renovation  of  Robert 
Jenks  Taylor  Hall  for  Science  and 
Mathematics,  gifts  from  all  sources 
have  now  exceeded  50%  of  the  $8.8 
million  goal,  reaching  $4,469,604. 16 
as  of  February  3,  1986. 


Robert  Jenks  Taylor  Hall 
for  Science  and  Mathematics 
Renovation  to  Begin  in  May 

The  renovation  of  Robert  Jenks 
Taylor  Hall  for  Science  and 
Mathematics  is  the  largest  single 
physical  plant  improvement  in  the 
Campaign  for  Advancement.  The 
building  was  named  for  Robert  Jenks 
Taylor,  a trustee  (1933-1939)  and  one 
of  the  great  benefactors  of  the  College 
whose  leadership  guided  Wesleyan 
through  a period  of  financial  crisis. 
Construction  of  Phase  I is  scheduled  to 
begin  on  May  1 . 

The  building,  which  houses 
classrooms,  offices  and  laboratories, 
has  not  had  a major  renovation  since 
its  construction  in  1928.  It  needs  new 
plumbing,  heating  and  ventilation 
systems,  and  appropriate  accoustical 
materials  throughout. 

The  capital  improvements  for  the 
Robert  Jenks  Taylor  Hall  for  Science 
and  Mathematics  include  new 
chemistry,  physics  and  biology  labs;  a 
computer  center;  new  and  remodeled 
offices  and  a seminar  conference  room. 


Full  alumnae  solicitations  are 
scheduled  to  begin  in  Atlanta,  Augusta 
and  Savannah.  Laura  Sullivan  Barkley 
’68  has  been  named  Atlanta  Area  Coor- 
dinator. Harriet  Laslie  Reynolds  ’62 
and  Fran  Stewart  Upton  ’67  are  co- 
chairman  of  the  Augusta  area. 

Concurrent  with  these  area  cam- 
paigns is  the  continuing  Leadership 


There  will  be  an  improved  chemical 
storage  area,  an  animal  room  for  bio- 
logical and  behavioral  sciences,  lecture 
halls  and  a greenhouse.  New  audio- 
visual materials,  lab  equipment, 
blackboards,  and  new  and  refurbished 
furniture  also  are  needed. 

On  an  average  day,  74%  of  all  full- 
time students  enrolled  at  the  College 
have  at  least  one  class  in  Taylor  Hall.
